PARLIAMENT RECEIVES REPORT 
ON WATERWAY PROJECT. 


Work Will Take Ten Years and Cost 
One Hundred Million Dollars—The 
Annual Cost of Maintenance Will 
be Approximately $900,000—Recom- 
mendations Regarding Conserva- 
tion of Forests. 


The final report of the Board of En- 
gineers appointed to ascertain the 
feasibility and probable cost of the 
Georgian Bay ship canal has been 
presented to parliament. 

It is stated that a 22-foot waterway, 
for the largest lake boats, 600 feet by 
60 feet by 20 feet draft can be estab- 
lished for one hundred million dol- 
lars in ten years, and that the an- 
nual maintenance of the same will be 
approximately $900,000, including the 
operation of storage reservoirs for the 
better distribution of the flood waters 
of the Ottawa River. 

The distance from Montreal to 
French River on Georgian Bay is 440 
miles, which would require the con- 
struction of 27 locks and 18 main 
dams, 28 miles of canal excavation, 
and 66 miles of dredging. 

It is asserted that the probable time 
taken by a lake freight boat of 12-mile 
maximum speed from French River to 
Montreal would be 70 hours, and that 
the season of navigation will average 
210 days from May to November. 

The engineers have found that with 
a storage system as planned and the 
tributary basins thereto required for 
the navigation project, a reliable sup- 
ply is secured at various dams, 
amounting to 1,000,000 horse-power, 
which can be developed for about $50 


per horse-power. 

The board recommends that an un- 
derstanding be arrived at between 
the federal and Provincial _govern- 


ments interested governing the dis- 
posal and control of all water powers, 
water lots and islands of the propos- 
ed route in view of the possible canal- 
ization of the rivers utilized. Recom- 
mendations are also made in regard 
to the conservation of forest in rela- 
tion to water supply. 


Accused of Cannibalism. 


Montreal.—The Attorney-General of 
Quebee province has been notified of 
the capture of «& trapper named Gras- 
set, accused of murder and cannibal- 
ism, and his detention at Fort Albany, 
a Hudson’s Bay Company post on 
James’ Bay. 

Grasset and a French companion, 
named Bernard, left for the Chibou- 
gaman country a year and a half ago 
to trap game. <A few months later a 
party of hunters discovered Bernard’s 
body, and investigation showed that 
the man had been killed and parts of 
his body used for food. Since then 
the provincial police have been track- 
ing Grasset. He denies his guilt. 


Fisheries Treaty. 

London.— The Standard hopes the 
fisheries treaty may yet be arranged 
on terms consistent with the rights 
of Newfoundland, remarking that de- 
cisive action by the home government 
would have settled the difficulty three 
years ago, 

The Times trusts that Sir Robert 
Bond is unjustly accused of calculat- 
ed uncompromisingness, and hopes 
Newfoundland will rec ize the obli- 
gations and responsibi ‘s of Im- 
perial partnership. Newfoundl4nd has 
perfect liberty to decide her own af- 
fairs, but the political situation in 
the colony and its present financial 
depression cannot be relieved by pro- 
traction of purty manoeuvres in a 
question of such serious international 
concern, 


Dangerous Crossings. 

Ottawa.— The minister of railways, 
the Hon. Geo, P. Graham, after con- 
ferring with the board of railway 
commissioners, has asked the board 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the whole problem of the danger of 
level railway crossings. Inspectors 
will be sent out to make a report on 
all dangerous crossings and the board, 
as soon as full information is received 
will take action to remove just as far 
as possible the danger from these 
crossings. It is the intention of the 
minister and of the board to formulate 
an adequate and comprehensive policy 
in dealing with the whole problem,

STREET BEGGING PAYS. 


London Professionals Live Well on the 
. Pubiic’s Alms. 

That begging in the streets is a pay- 
ing “profession” was again shown in 
two Police Court reports appearing 
in recent London papers. 

In one case a neatly dressed woman 


admitted that she rented a small 
house at Hammersmith und kept a 
sick husband and five children on 


the proceeds of asking for alms in the 
street. In another case, an Italian 
arrested for begging in Oxford street 
had $25 in his pocket. 

The seeretary of the London Men- 
dicity Society, W. Arbuthnot, was 
by no meens surprised at these cases 
when a reporter discussed them with 
him. ‘We find that the average street 
beggar mrkes $7.50 per week,” he 
stated, “and you may have noticed 
that when arrests are made for soticit- 
ing alms the prisoner rarely has less 
than $1.25 in his or her possession. 
It is probebly no exeegeration to say 
that well over $490.000 is given away 
haphazardly in London. streets every 
year and we are now in possession of 
80,400 records of street beggars. 

“To our subscribers we issue food 
and inquiry tickets to be given to beg- 
gars instend of money, and it is a 
startling fact that in the last two 
years only three beggars have availed 
themselves of this opportunity to have 
their cases investigated ond helped.” 

Some notorious cases ye come un- 
der the notice of the sesiety. There 
was the cripple who begged in the 
Strand and drove home drunk every 
evening in a hansom eab to comfort- 
able rooms, where he lived with his 
wife. 

A famous begeing imposter was ex- 
posed in the city a few years ago, 
The beggar wes known es Cecil Smith, 
and “paralyzed” he dragged himself 
painfully through the streets of the 
city with a tray of matches. After a 
time a detective discovered that when 
“business” wus over Smith beeame a 
nimble young man, strong enough to 
mount the steps of the Crystal Palace 
Railway station two at a time, rich 
enough to eat oysters and to live in

AN OLO SANCTUARY. 


Mary's Church, Maldon, 
Refuge For Murderers. 


In the quaint old town of Maldon, 
in Essex, England, stands St. Mary’s 
Church, the oldest building of the 
kind in Essex. Outwardly scarcely 
more than a shell appears to remain 
of the original fabrie, which is based 
upon what is generally accepted as a 
Saxon foundation. The chief excep- 
tion is a still fine Norman tower, 
with buttresses at each corner, and

a quaint out-of-place, comparatively 
modern steeple, that is almost grotes- 
que in its inharmonious appearance, 
The remainder of the building is of 
red brick, and everywhere time has 


left deep imprints upon the work- 
manship and material. St. Mary’s

est charter, through the mother 
church in London, St. Martin-le- 
Grand, was granted by Ingelrie in 


1056. In another doeument the Earl

GEM THROWN AT DOGS, 


Famous Blue Topaz Was Missile In 
Camp For Long Time. 


A magnificent erystal, which, it is 
claimed, is the largest blue topaz of 
the last century, is offered for sule at 
the price of $1,000, at the QueenNand 
Government office in the Strand, Lon- 
don, where a collection of antipodeun 
produets, whieh were displayed at the 
Freneco-British Exhibition, is on view. 
The Queen took a special interest 
in the stone when Her Majesty visited 
the exhibition, and observed to one of 
the officials: “What a beautiful thing 


it is! It is like a drop of limpid sea 
water.” The stone is a true sea-blue 
color, 


Major J. R. Sankey, who is in 
charge of the Strand exhibition, tells 
the romantic history of the stone. 
“Tt was discovered by Prof. Skertch- 
ley the eminent geologist,” said Major 
Sankey. ‘The professor, while jour- 
neying in North Queensland, happen- 
ed one ay. on a miner’s camp after 
a long and weary tramp. Entering a 
hut for his rest and refreshment, 
while chatting with his mining host, 
his eyes fell in the crystal where it 
lav. near to hand, on a chest. 

“He remarked on its beauty, and 
was surprised when the miner told 
him that the stone lay there to be 
used as a missile in ease a dog should 
come in after the meat. 

“Seeing that the professor thought 
something of the stone, the miner 
laughingly told him he could put it 
into his pocket for all he cared. So 
Prof. Skertchley took the stone away 
to Brisbane, where he had it cut down 
into the gem as seen at present.

Mr. Bernier moved to Manitoba in 
1880 and the following year was ap- 
pogited French superintendent of pub- 
lie instruction, which position he held 
until 1890, when it was abolished by 
the statute which revised the Mani- 
toba school question, In 1887 he pub- 
lished a booklet entitled Manitoba, 
Champ d’ Timmigration, the object of 
which was to promote western coloni- 
gation among French-Canadians.

Addison Smith Was Father of Twenty- 
Nine Children — Born In Slavery 
and Escaped by Underground Rail- 
road More Than Sixty Years Ago— 
Lost His Eyesight at Eighty, But 
Recovered It After Ten Years. 


With a life record not less unique 
than weré his years extraordinary in 
number, Addison Smith the venerated 
centenarian of Shrewsbury, Kent 

| County, Ont., died at his home on 
Christmas Day. The spirit that had 
been housed up 110 years and eight 
months ago quietly slipped from its 
prison of wrinkled, mortal clay as the 
old man slept, suys George L. Stryk- 
er, in The Saturday Globe. 

Smith bore the distinction of hav- 
ing lived in three centuries. He wag 
the father of twenty-nine children, all 
of whom are said to be living; and, 
as a nonagenarian, was blessed with 
second eyesight 

He was of African origin, and was 
born in slavery on the plantation of 
Addison Smith—whose name he bore

In strange contrast to the ordinary 
tale of severe floggings in sl: y sry days 
in the southern States is 8 ith’s de- 
elaration that, although sold and ex- 
changed many times during the half 
century he spent on plant: tions, his 
back never was mace to feel the sting 
of the master’s lash. ‘Not that I 
didn’t ‘cut up,’ mind you,” he ex- 
plained, “but because I was always 
sunny, willinesto work and in de- 
mand; so I reckon the master didn’t 
want to spoil me for market.” 

But the spirit of freedom—the desire 
for unbounded liberty—at last urged 
the slave to break the bondage. At 
the risk of both life and liberty, and 
handicapped by the company of his 
family, the highly-valued slave, in 
1848, sang farewell to masters and 
slavery, and by the way of the “Un- 
derground” route escaped into Can- 
ada, 

Of the twenty-nine children in 
Smith’s family, twenty-one were born 
to his third wife. Twenty-six mem- 
bers of the family were at one time 
home together, and were humorously 
referred to as the twenty-six “black 
Smiths.” At the age of 
Smith, the sage, became blind. A de- 
cade later his sight was restored to 
him, and, although during his later 
years his sight again became dimmed, 
le Was familiar with the streets 
of the village that he was not com- 
pelled to forego his usual daily visits. 
With the aid of a stick to feel the 
path, his daily jaunts to the post- 
office, where there was almost sure to 
be mail from one or another of his 
children, were continued to within a 
short time of his death, and so reten- 
tive was his memory that he could 
distinguish voices of passing friends 
that he had not heard in years. 

A short time before his death it was 
suggested to the old man that he 
might live a hundred years longer. 
}Tt then easily was seen that his physi- 
eal being had grown less active than 
his mind, as, when he attempted to 
laugh, it seemed a serious effort to the 
facial muscles, although his general 
mien foreshadowed the desire to do 
60 


eighty, 


so 


“Oh, no; I wouldn’t care to,” he 
replied. ‘You see, I’ve grown awk- 
ward and clumsy like a child in 
swaddling clothes and soon will have 
to be remodelled. Yes, yes,”’ he re- 
peated, ‘‘soon to be born again.”’ And 
the old man’s words were indeed pro- 
'phetic. He had been a widower for 
the third time a number of years; 
and even after he had passed the 
century mark, according to village 
gossip, the sturdy Smith traveled to 
Detroit with the intention of bring- 
ling back a fourth bride to accompany 
{him on the second century journey. 

Smith enjoyed intelligent company. 
and to one manifesting interest de- 
lighted in telling of incidents and do- 
velopments of a hundred years ago 
and reciting their effect as he saw it 
on the world to date. His mind to 
the end was clear and his reasoning 
good. 

Philosophizing on the tendencies of 
the times in a recent conversation 
with the writer, the “Sage of Shrews- 
bury” said: 

“T see no change in man’s geners! 
attitude since T was a lad. Condi- 
tions have changed, are changing and 
will continue to change. This phase 
of life is good. But the changes are 
| entirely in physical conditions, T 
reckon the world must still be young.””

One That Descended Upon a Mountain 
In Scotland. 

What a real cloudburst is like is de 
acribed by a Scotland correspondent of 
Country Life: “A cloudburst of ex- 
ceptional size descended on the Cairn- 
gorm mountains, and an old watcher, 
who has his hut almost exactly where 
the cloud burst, gives the following de- 
tails: On July 10, 1901, the morning 
opened brilliantly fine and warm, with 
a cloudless sky and brilliant sunshine, 
but toward noon heavy clouds formed 
on the hills, and it rapidly became so 
dark that it was almost impossible to 
rend. He was standing in the door of 
his hut, when suddenly he heard from 
the hill across the glen a repost like a 
thunderclap, followed by a noise like 
the tearing of linen, only a thousand 
tlmes louder and more majestic in 
sound. Then he noticed that a solid 
mass of water had struck the hilltop, 
and part of it, bounding up again with 
the force of the impact, had descended 
on the hilltop immediately behind his 
hut. Immediately afterward a tre- 
mendous volume of water came pour- 
ing down both hillsides, forming great 
rifts in the hills as it swirled, irresisti- 
ble in its course, down rocks and 
stones. The channel the flood scooped 
out was in places quite twelve feet 
deep, ..nd large rocks were tosseg down 
its course as if they had been pebbles. 
The sand and stones brought down by 
the water so dammed up the river Dee 
that quite an extensive loch was 
formed. During the time of the cloud- 
burst the weather a mile or two up the 
glen remained fine, but to the south 
the clouds were black as night.” 


SEEING THE ALPS. 


Tourists Who Do Their Mountain 
Climbing by Telescope. 

The tourist of today who visits the 
Alps and who lacks the physical en- 
durance or whose time is too limited 
to make the ascent of some of the fa- 
mous peaks nevertheless is able closely 
to survey the panorama of mountain 
scenery through the medium of power- 
ful telescopes located at the terminals 
of the mountain railroads. By this 
means the rocks aud glaciers and pe- 
culiar formations of these historic 
mountains may be carefully studied, ! 
though the spectator need not ap- 
proach them within many miles, 

Each of these mountain telescopes is 
mounted on a forked cradle and is so 
nicely balanced that its position may 
readily be fixed by the tightening of 
small thumbscrews after the focus 
has been adjusted with a band wheel. 
The magnifying power of the instru- 
ments varies from 35 to 116 diameters,
